The various actions in this field are not similar enough
to consolidate them into one total, except for those
which apply to the control and guidance of employees
wishing to engage in outside activities, The table pre~
sents in & few major categories the principal actions

of support and service of overt activities and the number
of approved and disapproved requests of employees to
engage in outside activities, These latter activities
encompass requests for approval of outside instruction,
privaie travel, publications, etc., and are consolidated
in the chart to show a total of 4, 480 such requests
processed,

PHYSICAL SECURITY ACTIVITIES

A selected number of the major activities of the

Physical Security Division are itemimed in this table,
The high incidence of security viclations at Headquarters
is of great concern to me. The total number of 383

open safe viclations and 324 lost documents are shown
on the chart,
